This 
is caused by the fact that, for the 
present, at least, no new industries 
are being started.

Gotham’s Expenses 
“I was given an insight into what j 
it costs to run New York City. A | 
friend of mine, who is credit man 
for a $20,000,000 milling concern, told 
me that it cost the metropolis $193.- 
000,000 to conduct the business of the 
city for one year. 
“At a rough estimate, and taking j 
New York’s' population as being 4,-1 
000,000, this means that New York 
has a per capita tax of about $47. 
Figuring that Santa Ana has a popula­ 
tion of 15,000, we would have about 
$600,000 to spend per annum, provid­ 
ed we had the same tax rate here. 
"This credit man I refer to tells 
me that in two years time the popu­ 
lation of New York City has fallen 
off a half million. I asked him where 
this number of people had gone to. 
He said that many of them had gone 
back to Europe and many of them to 
the fid d le West and West.

The great rudder of the battleship, 
here shown, is more than twenty feet 
in height and considerably over that 
in length. The vessel from the bot­ 
tom of the rudder to the decks, where 
the small figures of tile workmen may 
be seen, is fifty feet iii depth. 
The Arizona is
